District Manager of California 
Water and Telephone Com¬ 
pany. 

The Pacific Pile Line Con¬ 
struction Company has been 
contracted to handle the proj¬ 
ect. Mr. Dutro said cables for 
the underground system have 
been ordered, but actual manu¬ 
facture cannot be started un¬ 
til excavations have been made 
for the manholes. 

“These large cables must be 
tailored to exactly fit the con¬ 
duit runs in which they will 
be installed,” Mr. Dutro ex¬ 
plained. "As soon as this in¬ 
formation is available, their 
manufacture will be rushed.” 

In the meantime, the district 
manager said construction 
crews have been placing poles 
—messenger and cable—for the 
lateral telephone leads to the 
west from Baldwin avenue. 

He stated that work on these

A government subsidy to help 
finance cafeteria meals was be¬ 
ing sought this week for Sier¬ 
ra Madre City School. 

If granted, it will mark the 
first time Sierra Madre has tak¬ 
en advantage of this service 
which is being used in many 
schools of the Southland. 

The School Board last week 
authorized Superintendent 
Charles Skutt to make applica¬ 
tion for the subsidy—probably 
5 cents on each plate served 
at the cafeteria. 

To be eligible for subsidies, 
schools must maintain a cer¬ 
tain percentage of protein on 
each plate so as to assure a 
well-balanced meal. 

It was pointed out that dur¬ 
ing the last three months, City 
School has attempted—on its 
own financing—to put on the 
cafeteria menu what would be 
required under the subsidy. 
School officials said they had 
“gone in the red.” 

In order to continue the type 
of meal served during April, 
May, and June, the subsidy is 
necessary, Mr. Skutt said. The 
subsidy is from the federal 
government, but operated by 
the state.

Coronet Homes Associates, 
5733 Lank e r s h i m boulevard, 
North Hollywood, are listed as 
developers of the proposed new i 
subdivision. The firm agreed to 
pay $127,290 to Pasadena for 
city services necessary for the 
development of the subdivision. 

The subdividers propose to 
erect single-family dwellings in 
accordance with the Pasadena 
Building Code — presumably 
7200-feet minimum lots. 


Preliminary population esti¬ 
mates for cities of Los Angeles 
County were announced this 
week by the Census Bureau. 

Unofficial results of the 1950 
Census placed Sierra Madre’s 
population at 7199. This figure 
would represent a gain of 2618 
over the 1940 Census figure, 
4581. 

The estimate is 239 less, how¬

Pasadena Minister Attacks 
‘Evil’ Aspects of Campaign 

(Editor's note: The following article is reprinted from the East 
Pasadena Herald as a public service to Sierra Madmans.) 


who Allen A. Zoll is. If their 
philosophy of education is en¬ 
dorsed by a group engaged in 
the discussion concerning the 
future of our daughter’s educa¬ 
tion, then it is our duty to find 
out more about both this na¬ 
tional organization and its 
founder.’ 

“During the following days 
we set out to get as much in¬ 
formation about the National 
Council for American Education 
and Mr. Zoll as we could pos¬ 
sibly find. We found the issue 
of the New York World Tele¬ 
gram of August 25, 1948, Time 
Magazine, the proceedings of 
the Un-American Activities 
Committee and statements of 
the Anti-Defamation League, 
Attorney General Tom C. Clark, 
and W. C. Sawyer, director of 
the American Legion’s National 
Americanism Commission, to 
be quite revealing. 

“Believing that there may be 
others desirous of having this 
information, I would like to 
share with my congregation the 
results of my research. I found 
that in addition to being the 
organizer of the National Coun- 
cil of American Education, 
which appears to be leading a 
nation-wide campaign to dis¬ 
credit our free public schools, 
Allen A. Zoll has been asso¬ 
ciated with the notorious Chris¬ 
tian Front organization, and 
the now defunct American Pa¬ 
triots, Incorporated, which was 
listed by Attorney General Tom 
C. Clark as fascist and sub¬ 
versive. 

“Mr. Zoll has also been a 
strong supporter of Gerald L. K. 
Smith, Elizabeth Dilling, who 
was indicted three times for se¬ 
dition, and the now discredited 
Father Coughlin. Mr. Zoll pub¬ 
licly opposed the appointment 
of Justice Felix Frankfurter to 
the Supreme Court on the sole 
ground that he was Jewish. It 
is a matter of public record 
that he was denounced by the 
chairman of the Un-American 
Activities Committee of Con¬ 
gress as (I quote) ‘a very 
strong anti-Semite.’ 

“The Military Training Camps 
Associated rejected Zoll’s appli¬ 
cation, acting at the request of 
the Army Military Intelligence. 
The American Legion’s Nation¬ 
al Americanism Commission, 
through its director, W. C. Saw¬ 
yer, condemned the literature 
which is being issued by the 
National Council for American 
Education and Mr. Zoll, refer¬ 
ring to it as (I quote) ‘going 
off half-cocked or for their own 
personal aggrandisement.’ 

“These are only a few of the 
things we discovered in our re¬ 
search into the qualifications 
of Allen A. Zoll and the Na¬ 
tional Council for American 
Education to determine the ed¬ 
ucational policies which would 
affect our own daughter. We 
would never have made these 
discoveries had we not heard 
the leaders of the School De¬ 
velopment Council quote with 
unqualified approval both the 
National Council for American 
Education and its founder, Mr. 
Zoll. I feel that it is my duty 
as a citizen and a parent to 
give you this information, hop¬ 
ing that it, along with a con¬ 
sideration of the real issues in 
the coming election, may help 
you make up your minds how 
to vote. 

“My conclusion is this: Go to 
the polls and vote, not only in 
this coming school tax election 
but in all future elections, and 
vote your honest intelligent 
convictions as a free American - 
citizen. But do not, I beg you, 
let your mind be made up for 
you by any group in our com¬ 
munity, now or in the future, 
which is dedicated to the prop¬ 
agation of the economic, politi¬ 
cal, social or educational phil¬ 
osophy of any national organ¬ 
ization, whose leaders have 
been lawfully condemned, or 
publicly discredited by respon¬ 
sible sources as being subver¬ 
sive to our American way of 
life.” 

Dr. Morrison read to the con¬ 
gregation a resolution, written 
by him, which was adopted by 
the Executive Committee of the 
Pasadena Council of Churches

"An honest difference of opinion exists in this community con¬ 
cerning the merits of the school tax ceiling increase submitted to 
the voters” June 2, Dr. Max Merritt Morrison told his congregation 
at the Westminster Presbyterian Church. 

Aside from urging his congregation to vote, Dr. Morrison stated 
that there was a disturbing 
element that has made its ap¬ 
pearance in the community in 
the midst of discussions on the 
proposed school tax ceiling in¬ 
crease, which is beclouding the 
real issues of the election. So 
evil Is it, he affirmed, that it 
can result in permanent harm 
being done our community life, 
if we are not alert to its threat¬ 
ening danger. 

"I believe that I can best 
point out to you what I mean 
by reciting my own personal 
experience this past week,” Dr. 

Morrison said. “Mrs. Morrison 
and I—desiring to learn as 
much as possible about the is¬ 
sues involved in the proposed 
school tax increase so that we 
could vote intelligently—decid¬ 
ed to attend some of the vari¬ 
ous meetings held this past 
week and listen to both sides 
of the discussion. I would like 
to emphasize the fact that up 
to the time Mrs. Morrison and 
I started out to attend this 
meeting we had honestly not 
made up our minds whether to 
vote for the tax increase or 
against it. We started out as 
two intelligent citizens looking 
for information. 

“The first meeting we attend¬ 
ed was in the Madison Ele¬ 
mentary School last Monday 
evening. It was sponsored by a 
group called the School Devel¬ 
opment Council, which was 
waging a vigorous battle 
against the proposed school 
tax. It was one of the most dis¬ 
turbing experiences we have 
had since we came to Pasadena 
eight years ago. If anyone had 
told me that ‘it. can happen 
here,’ I would not have believ- 
e dthem. At this meeting I

heard good American citizens 
—men and women whose 
names stand for all that is best 
in our community—ridiculed, 
labeled with detestable un-Am¬ 
erican names, misstatements 
made concerning them, and our 
free public school education re¬ 
ferred to as ‘rubbish.’ All the 
speeches made were against 
the tax measure, and those who 
’tried to speak for it were yelled 
down or told to go home. Lis¬ 
tening in on the various speak¬ 
ers, one wanted to stand up 
and say what Ralph Waldo 
Emerson once said at a similar 
meeting in his day: ‘Gentle¬ 
men, excuse me for leaving, 
but I must have got into the 
wrong meeting. I thought I was 
in the United States of Amer¬ 
ica.’ Of course, at this Madison 
School meeting Mr. Emerson 
would not have been permitted 
to make even so brief a speech 
as that. 

“But I never really got ex¬ 
cited about the whole affair 
until a few days later. It came 
about this way: In the course 
of the meeting at the Madison 
School I heard an organization 
known as the ‘National Coun¬ 
cil for American Education’ and 
its founder, Allen A. Zoll, refer¬ 
red to and quoted with approv¬ 
al by the leaders of the School 
Development Council. Now I 
must confess the ignorance of 
both Mrs. Morrison and myself, 
for we had never heard of that 
organization or Mr. Zoll. So I 
said to her: ‘Now we still do 
not know all the facts Involved

Sierra Madre no longer is the "small hamlet" it once was. 

Only a tew years ago, residents were able to drive automobiles 
more or less "as they pleased." There were fewer cars on the road, 
and motorists felt they could take more liberties with traffic laws 
here than in larger cities with their heavily-traveled streets. 

That is not the case today. Sierra Madre has "grown up" to the 
point where latest estimates place its population at 7199. With this 
growth in population, the number of cars on the city streets has 
increased dramatically. 

. But the idea persists—in the minds of many—that traffic laws 
can "safely" be ignored here. Some motorists proudly flaunt their 
daily violations, bragging that the city usually has only one of its 
two police cars in operation during most of the day. They reason 
that, with only one car to look out for, their chances of "getting 
away" with violations are good. 

Considering the fact that it is understaffed, the Sierra Madre 
Police Department is doing as good a job as possible in enforcing 
city and state laws. Traffic fines are received each week from 
violators. 

But the police could use a lot more help from citizens in curbing 
violations. It is not smart to "run" stop signs; nor is it clever to 
drive over the PE Depot island in Kersting Court. Serious accidents 
may result from these or many other "common-practice" violations 
in Sierra Madre. 

How about a little more voluntary cooperation from Sierra Ma- 
dreans in abiding by traffic laws which, after all, are existing only 
to protect us all?
